received by Thomas R. Shlpp, aecre- 
tary of the National Conserx-atlsn Con- 
gress, that Prof. WHHs L. Moore, chief 
of the United States weather bureau, 
will attend the convention on Septem 
ber 5, 6, 7. 8, 9. This is taken to mean 
in St, Paul that the local weather man 
had better hand out his very best 
brand on the days of the congress. 


Reference to the records In the St. 


Paul weather office, of Which Prof. J. 
N. Ryker IB the local forecaster, devel- 
oped the fact that the delegates to the 
conservation 
congress and visitors 


have little to fear v'rom the weather. 
The normal temperature for en aver- 
age of thirty years, so Uncle Sam's 
bookfl show has been: September B, 
44 degrees; September 6, 64 degrees; 
September 7, 63 degrees; September 8, 
63 degrees, and September 9, 62 de- 
grees. This la an average for the five 
days of 63 1-& degrees, which speak* 
foa Itself as far as St. Paul's climatic 
conditions during the tfrst day* of Sep 
tember are concerned. 
Only on two 


of these days has there been any rain- 
fall and these are what the weather 
man calls traces, being vomethlns; like 
four hundredths or an inch fcr twenty- 
four hour*. 


'We can't very well 'conserve' the 


weather." said an attache of the St 
Paul office, "but the records of former 
years Indicate that we will b« as food 
to our visitor* as any other city tn the 
world could be and we certainly will 
do everything in.our power, to.maka it 
pleasant. Naturally we will be on our 
best behavior with Chief Moore In 
town."
